VIENNA, Austria, Bspt a—There is a 


kind of a half unexpressed opinion among 
Europeans that Austria Is one of ;tbe power* 
only by sufferance, yet her capital is the 
handsomest city we have men, and there be 
those who assert that even Paris, the beautiful, 
is adumbrated (if you know what that means) 
by her dazzling splendor. I can't say as to 
that, for we aro saving Paris for the lost, and 
hare not been there, but knowing Vienna, I 
do not know how Parfacan be flner. Making 
a combination, however, Paris and Vienna, 
without doubt, are the two roost elegant 
cities in Europe. As a power, France is held 
in much the same esteem that Austria is, and, 
on the principle that dowers, are the brightest 
ere they fade, and fruit the fairest ore it rots, 
it is possible that there is something por- 
tentous In thu beauty of those two great 
capitals. I don't know much about even our 
own politics; (it isn't woman's province, you 


>Wj whether or not she pays a thousand 


fold more taxes than a lazy loafer of a voter 
with a vote to sell for u drink of whisky) and 
I know a great deal less of the foreign va- 
riety, hut putting this and that together, I 
will venture the prediction that the next war 
in Tvnropc will result In a radical change in 
all the maps at present used in the public and 
private schools of the world. 


We have been doing the palaces of. the po- 


tentates since getting back into the countries 
under a throne, and 1 am daily more and 
more impressed with the fact that a palace is 
a cross between a barn of the wintqr of '47 
and a "Horiil hull" building at a country fair, 
decorated with the gilded pomp and panoply 
of a last year's circus wagon.. It doesn't sur- 
prise me a bit when i look around and walk 
around these rickety old places that Ludwig of 
Bavaria went crazy, and that his mania was 
building new palaces. It's a wonder to me 
that the entire race of rulers don't follow In 
his (ootsteps. 


Poor Ludwig I When you ask about him 


in Bavaria you are answered in a whisper, 
with a significant tap on the forehead and a 
shake o! the head,'and whon you go to visit 
any ono of the palaces lie did not live to flu 
ish you are charged from one to six marks 
entrance money. That's the only use tlioy 
have for the palaces now, and they hope in 
time to take in enough money at the gate to 
lift the mortgages uu tbt> buildings, or words 
to that effect. 


Koyaity in this regard is just a little uri 


royal, 80 to speak, und it usually costs 50 
pfennigs (12i_ cents) to visit a royal stable, a 
royal library, a. royitl tomb, or some other 
undergrowth of the crown. It isn't in tha 
nature of a fee either, but it straight out pur- 
chase of a ticket ut the door, just the same as 
at a dime museum. 
„ In this lino the most magnificent array of 
circus wagons I ever saw, Barnum's best not 
exoopted, wastbe'late Ludwiji's state pleas- 
ure carriages in Munich; price, 50pfennigs. 
Ludwig was liberal, and ho didn't hesitate to 
spend as high as 50,000 marks on a carriage 
or sleigh, and some of them are "daisies," as 
Dickey won Id say.

When Dr. Bust introduced his friend, 
Jrother Grandison, he arose midst great 
applause. At once he captured the au- 
lience, and as he drew a picture 
if Southern slavery, and the condi- 
ion of the freedmen after the eman- 
cipation all ears were eager to catch every 
entence. The attitude of the colored 
people towards the Bepublican party was 
eloquently set forth, nnd the reason for 
some colored men being allied with the 
iemooratio party was explained. Oaste 
u social life was touched upon, and was 
ireated in a serio-comic manner. Every 
lenience of the address was measured, 
well constructed, and the language was 
most chaste. The speaker said: "There 
are not many of us Episcopalians, for we 
don't like this hide-bound formalism, but 
prefer a 'Glory to God I' and a 'Hallelu- 
ah!'" The average wages of a colored 
man in the South is 50 cents a day. The 
latred of the people of the South has 
>een intensified by the social ostracism 
practiced in the North. As the speaker 
stops at the different hotels of the North, 
ie usually has plenty of room aa he sits 
alone. "Stand by as and we will stand 
>y you," said the speaker. The colored 
leople are religious, and you never saw a 
negro infidel, H socialism, communism 
and anarchism threaten this country, 
,urn on the light, and we will help you. 


The effect produced by the speech of 


his colored orator, who is only thirty 
years of age, was most wonderful. He 
swayed the greet audience at his will, 
and his flights of eloquence were simply 
marvelous. Tears,'laughter, hearty amens 
and applause were frequent. A collec- 
tion of $61.60 was taken up to aid in the 
education of the speaker and the support 
of his little daughter, his wife having 
died recently. 


The Eev. J. F. Stout, of Bloomington, 


who has been transferred to St. Paul, de- 
ivered the Woman's Home Missionary 
Society address at the First M. E. church 
ast night before a large audience. It 
was a scholarly effort and a strong ap- 
peal for the support of the cause. Bev. 
Stout is exceedingly popular with the 
young people, nnd is a fine pulpit orator.

AROUND FI.OOH. 


It frequently happens that a man and his 


wife go through life with the Ijopoof building 
a better house "some day." They nro eco- 
nomical; they live carefully; they live in a 
small house; they mi) crowded. At hist, by 
dint of bard work and earof ul management, 
enough money is ttcc'iiiinilati.'il to build the 
new homo. This is the great event which has 
been thought about for many years. 


The idea in building this house is invaria- 


>ly to get something us different from the ohl 
louso us possible. It wus square; tho new 
'nulcling must bo irregular. It had no front 
'mil; the new bousa must liavo a large one. 
I'kora were no grates in any of the rooms; in 
jho new house there must bo one in each. In 
the old building tho rooms woi-9 vory small; in 
the uew house, they must bo very large. 
There was no porch boforo; now there must 
be one running across the front and along 
one side of tlie house1. Altogether the idea of 
tbo old bouse and tlmt of tho now are in di- 
rect opposition to each otber. In one in- 
stance tliey were crowded; In tbo other they 
•atxve plenty of room. Thoro can be no doubt 
fbout tlio abundance of room. 


The building is finished; they move into it. 


tbouttliB first pet-son to get nut of it is the 
servant whmn they bnd in the old house. She 
tees tho amount of work which .she will have 
odo. It was easy enough to sweep the old 
icuse witli its small, compact pliin. Houso- 
'toeping was relatively a small nmtfcor, but 
.vitli thu habits of economy wbicb rendered 
ilio new house possible they will not hire n 
second girl. The work which is left over by 
the servant Culls to the mistress. Strange as 
it; may appear tinder such cij-ounistnnnefl, it 
takes tlie mistress n long lime to ilml out Hie 
canso of the ti-oiUilc. 
Ifc Is the house. It was 


planned with an ontiro disregard for the work 
wliii'li was to be ilono. It luid not been 
thought (if. Tho idea wns merely to get some- 
thing which wns dill'm-eut from tho disagree- 
ablo fonfcures of tliu old IIOIIIH. Thoy thought 
that everything would bo cosier and pleusant- 
er and more agreeable in every way. The 
only thing tho matter with the old bouse was 
they were too crowded. In the new they ar« 
not, but have an impossible amount of work 
to do every duy. Tbo difference between 
what they wish to do and what is done is rep- 
resented by fret hi! ness in addition to the nat- 
ural weariness at the end of tlie daj'. 


But what lias tbis to do with architecture 


and economical housebuilding? Simply this: 
Tbo bouse which is economically planned is 
economical as to money, cnrpets, sweeping 
anil strength. Tho architect may do a great 
flenl for lunisokecpei-s by going through life 
with tbis tlioiigbt in bis mind. 


To recur to tho idea of economical bouse 


building in a direct sense it may be borne in 
mind that economy and good construction go 
hand in hand; tlmt none of tbe conditions of 
permanency nro sacrificed for the sake of 
cheapness. Of two houses which cost the 
same one may nlford more conveniences and 
if>o>ii to tho occupants according as there is 
nn avoidance (if wusto space- aud unnecessary 
material. Evidently ono lino stack will cost 
loss than four. Tln-rd'ore-, if u bouse can IIP 
constructed wlii.'!i lm.« only onw Hue stock, 
that houso will cost less than one which bus

four; but tho ilenwudu of tbe housekeeper 
and those wlio li\v in the lionse are that thf 
one stack tiCTord tbe cunvenU'iices of the four. 
•Feapla do not like compromises in house 
building, especially when tboynre building a 
home. The compromises come easier wheii 
one is planning rental property. Evidently 
a house in which one-fifth of the floor bpace 
ID given up to bulls la more expensive than 
one which contains a smaller proportion of 
hall space. According as one is able to di- 
minish tho amount of pnsxHgo room, and yet 
meet all oC the conditions of good and eco- 
nomical housekeeping, he can reduce the cost 
of the house as to its building;, its furnishing

Thus economy in construction anc 
convenience and ease in general houaekeapinj 
movements go hand in hand. Parallel illus- 
trations might be carried forward so as to in 
elude each detail of* tbe bouse, but we m 
take up a practical illustration of this idea by 
calling attention to a house plan which i 
submitted herewith. - 


Before describing it, it may be well tc 


say that it is designed to suit in tbe matter o 
cost and otber conditions.the family of mod 
erate means, which, by the way, is so lorgel; 
in the majority. For such a family ther 
must be a sitting room, a. parlor or reception 
room, a dining room and a kitchen and pan 
try on the first floor. Then above these 
should be what is usually called the family 
bedroom, and connected with it should be th 
rooms for the children, boys and girlH, on 
for each. Then there should be a guest room 
and isolated from this part of the hous 
should be tbe servant's room. Tbe bathroom 
should be accessible from all of the front liv 
ing rooms. 


The average household bos the habit pf liv 


ing all over the house to a greater exten 
than it used to, and the awful stiffness of a 
parlor is not so apparent as in times past. Ii 
the plan given it is difficult to decide whic] 
should be used as a sitting room and whicl 
as a reception room. . As now used, parlo 
and reception room mean the same thing. 1 
matter of this kind would be largely a mattei 
of individual preference. In some instance 
the dining room and the one immediately in 
front of it would be used together as the sit- 
ting or living part of tbe house, in which case 
the room to the left would be the parlor 
Then again there are those who would keei 
the dining room rclosedja good part of tih 
time and would use the two front rooms to 
gether. Possibly the large one in front woili 
bo designated as the sitting room. Still tha 
would not keep it from being used virtually 
as the reception room. The two would bt. 
used together as time and occasion dictated 


The room which is lettered reception roon 


contains the front stairway. 
This stairwai 


lands near the front of the house on th< 
second floor, for -which reason we are enable* 
to have the two rooms which are most usei 
on each floor in the front part of the house 
We have the two front chambers above am 
tbe reception room and sitting room'below 
If wehad a long narrow stair hall constructs 
in the usual way we would have the sitting 
room toward the rear and only a little alcov 
bedroom over the hall in front. 


The diniug room, which is a large room, i 


connected with the front part o£ the houfi 
by sliding doors. It has a grate in one cm' 
ner of it. On general principles a grate has 
no business in a dining room. It is nearly 
always at some one's bacfc and makes him 
uncomfortable at moal time. Being in th 
corner of tbe room tbe grate faces the table 
Its location brings it farther from any on 
than it would be if located on a sido wall 
Hence it may be allowed. Tliere is a porcl 
in the rear of the dining room, and between 
the door leading to it and tbe door to tli 
china closet there is a space for a sideboard 
There are two windows at the end of this diir 
ing room. The door which passes into tb 
pantry should be on double spring hinges, sc 
tbat it will swing both ways. One can pus] 
against it aud open from either side, an 
when it is released it will take its natural po 
sition, 


Tbe pantry is a large one. • Pantries in gen 


eral may be regarded as a feitchen annex—r 
store room and preparing room. This pantry 
is a combination affair. It connects with th 
t'liina olosut by means of a slide. Aside from 
this china closet which projects into it, there

is a cupboard with double doors at one end, 
flour bin at the side, a pastry tablo next to 
it, and a refrigerator by the window. One 
reason tor placing this refrigerator near the 
window is that a pair of steps and n platforn 
might be arranged on tho outside so that tin 
icemnn could put in tlie ice without going 
through the liitcbon. Wo go down cellai 
from this pantry, and it will bo noticed thai 
the cellar, way is abundantly well Jiguteil. Ii 
affords an easy approach to the1 cellar. 
Wi 


go to tho second floor and the servant's roon 
out of the kitchen. 


There is u cellar under about one-hale o: 


this house—the kitchen and dining room. I: 
should have u cement floor and numerous 
windows for lighting it. Tlio part undor the 
Icitchen could be used for a laundry, under 
the dining room for coal storage and furnaco 
There could bo an excavation under apart o 
the sitting room for vegetable 
storage 


"Why not pul". a ^ellm- under tho whole bouse 
It wouldn't cost n great deal more," liaa been 
asked many times. It does not cost a greai 
deal more, but it costs a little more. It is tin 
Htt.lo things, tlio smaller economies, hi 
building of this kind which make the differ 
ence between an expensive bonse and a house 
of moderate cost. Eveiy foot of collar space 
beyond what is needed i'or actual use is a 
burden to tho housekeeper. Tbearrangeineni 
tins more to do with tbe number of apart 
mouts than with the amount of space. We 
have a laundry room, a pliino for furnaco and 
fuel, and room lor vegetables, which is about 
all that can bo used, From the cellar wa coi 
go up tbe stairway and into the kitchen, from 
l.lnt kitchen to the second floor, and from tin? 
second lioor to the attic. 


U is a large attic, a place for splendic 


rooms ifono should need them. TJnder any 
circumstances tliis attic should be floored 
Tlici-e could bo no better place for genera 
storage, and at times room for drying clothes 


Tbei-e nro many things which might be sail 


about this plan in u detailed way whicli 
would bo of interest to those wbo1 wouli 
build. Tbp kitchen arrangements might be 
considered, its ventilation described. 
Ii 


might be told haw the plumbing apparatus is 
arranged so 11 uir. it cannot freeze so long as 
there is just n litt-K* lieat in the kitchen, an< 
altogether a great many details could be ii: 
eluded in t Ins ilc'^'i'intion. 


It very .srliliiiii happens that two bouse, 


from Mm xmm |j'ini nre bulls in exactly tbi 
same wny. 
U'hiln this plan lias pleased i 


good many people Un-re are many other. 
who woulil not 
!K> attracted by it, who 


would nut rare tu build this bouse as their 
home. Tim ni.l\prsal Qoor plan has never 
been imulu nnd' never irill be. There ore 
general prinHi>U£ running through all plans 
which arc valuable, and if rightly understood 
will contribute to the improvement of the 
homes of the people.
